Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  Kst  of  free  employment  agencies  and 
other  institutions  and  individuals  willing  to  act  as  such,  which  are  likely  to  be  able 
to  furnish  laborers,  domestic  servants,  and  other  persons  for  temporary  or  permanent 
employment  on  faiTns,  and  I  respectfully  recommend  the  publication  of  such  list  as 
Circular  No.  13,  Division  of  Statistics. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  list,  which  has  been  under  the  immediate  direction  of 
Dr.  Max  West  of  this  office,  the  Statistician  has  been  in  correspondence  with  about 
3,000  educational  and  philanthropic  institutions,  and  of  this  number  about  1,000 
have,  through  their  officers,  not  only  consented  to  the  publication  of  their  names  in 
the  list,  but  have  designated  persons  to  answer  correspondence  relative  to  employment 
on  farms  and  to  have  general  charge  of  all  matters  connected  therewith. 

Thousands  of  complaints  as  to  the  scarcity  of  farm  labor  have  been  received  by  the 
Statistician  within  the  last  two  years,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  publication  of  this 
list  will  serve  the  twofold  purpose  of  assisting  farmers  in  obtaining  much-needed 
help  and  of  enabling  many  deserving  persons  to  secure  employment.

LIST  OF  FREE/  EMPLOYMENT  AGENCIES  FOR  THE  USE  OF 

FARMERS. 

EXPLAXATORY  NOTE. 

On  the  following  pages  will  be  found  a  list  of  free  emplo^anent 
agencies,  and  other  institutions  and  individuals  willing  to  act  as  such, 
which  are  likely  to  be  able  to  supply  farm  laborers,  domestic  servants, 
or  other  emplo^^ees  for  permanent  or  temporary  employment  in  the 
countr3\  The  list  includes  the  public  employment  offices  maintained 
by  some  of  the  States,  a  large  number  of  private  or  philanthropic 
emplojmient  bureaus  which  make  no  charge  for  their  services,  and  a 
still  larger  number  of  institutions  and  associations  which,  without 
professing  to  maintain  regular  emploj^ment  bureaus,  are  often  able  to 
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bring  together  would-be  emploj^ers  and  employees.  Among  other 
institutions  of  this  kind  there  are  several  hundred  colleges,  normal 
schools,  and  other  educational  institutions,  including  a  number  of 
agricultural  colleges  and  other  schools  giving  practical  agricultural 
training  and  in  some  cases  domestic  training  for  young  women 
as  well. 

In  compiling  the  list  circular  letters  were  sent  to  about  3,000  ad- 
dresses, and  the  names  are  now  published  of  those  whose  replies  indi- 
cate that  they  are  in  a  position  to  know  of  persons  seeking  employ- 
ment and  willing  to  go  into  the  country,  and  that  the}^  are  willing 
to  cooperate  with  the  Department  by  acting  as  intermediaries  between 
employing  farmers  and  workers  desiring  employment.  A  very  large 
majority  of  the  replies  received  were  favorable,  but  a  majority  of  the 
persons  addressed  failed  to  reply  at  all.  The  net  result  is  a  list  of 
nearly  1,000  names.  For  greater  convenience  of  reference  a  separate 
list  is  made  of  agencies  supplying  domestic  servants  free  of  charge, 
although  this  involves  the  repetition  of  many  names  and  addresses. 
Suggestive  extracts  from  man}^  of  the  replies  are  given. 

The  list  is  published  for  the  convenience  of  farmers  who  may  wish 
to  employ  agricultural  or  other  workers.  Except  in  the  short  sup- 
plementar}"  list  for  domestic  servants,  the  names  are  arranged  by 
States  and  counties,  to  enable  intending  employers  to  find  the  addresses 
most  convenient  to  their  places  of  residence  or  business.  When  a 
farmer  wishes  to  employ  additional  help  for  the  summer  season,  and 
finds  no  address  given  for  his  own  count}^  or  any  of  the  surrounding 
counties,  he  will  do  well  to  correspond  with  one  of  the  nearest  col- 
leges, as  some  of  the  students  desiring  employment  may  reside  nearer 
than  the  college  itself.  Farmers  in  need  of  skilled  agricultural  labor 
of  a  high  grade  will  usually  be  able  to  employ  thoroughly  trained 
men  b}^  applying  to  some  of  the  agricultural  colleges,  and  boys  who 
have  had  some  training  in  agriculture  may  often  be  secured  from 
industrial  schools  of  lower  grade. 

Whenever  an  intending  employer  writes  to  one  of  these  agencies 
for  help  a  stamp  or  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  should  be  inclosed 
for  reply,  except  in  the  cases  of  United  States  officials  in  the  immi- 
gration and  Indian-school  service,  who  have  the  franking  privilege. 
Persons  failing  to  receive  an}^  response  from  the  agencies  addressed, 
where  this  condition  has  been  complied  with,  are  requested  to  notify 
the  Statistician  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

This  list  will  be  sent  not  only  to  farmers,  but  also  to  a  large  number 
of  philanthropic  institutions  besides  those  whose  addresses  are 
printed,  in  the  hope  that  they  will  be  able  to  refer  applicants  for 
charity  to  agencies  through  which  employment  may  be  secured. 

If  any  persons  or  institutions  whose  names  should  be  included  ifl 
thi«  list  have  been  omitted,  they  will  confer  a  favor  upon  the  Depart- 


ment  and  a  benefit  upon  possible  employers  and  employees  by  sending 
in  their  names  for  publication  in  future  editions  of  the  list.
